Bedloe, ex-consul to Amoy, China, re- 
tnrned to his home in this city from 
Chicago yesterday.

recent visit to Hawaii and of the 
tangled political condition there, he 
said- 


"I have not indorsed, and I do not 


indorse, President Cleveland's propo- 
sition to establish a monarchy in Ha- 
waii, and I have no criticism to mako 
of ex-President Harrison's action in 
the premises. As a matter of fact and 
of record, the revolution of last Janu- 
ary in Honolulu was completed and 
the provisional government was in 
power forty-eight hours hefore ex- 
Minister Stevens requested the com- 
mander of the Boston to land marines 
in order to protect American lives and 
interests 
"The argument urged by annexa- 


tionisU i« that the possession of the is- 
land by the United States would give 
ni a naval rendezvous and coaling sta- 
tion. This privilege we now enjoy 
through the rights already given us in 
Pearl harbor. This is the limit of the 
good Hawaii can do us, and no possible 
advantage could accrue from annexa- 
tion. On the cnntrary, the acquisition 
of those islands would make American 
citizens of a lot of mixed people, com- 
posed of refugee Europeans, objection- 
able Chinese and Japanese, native 
KftPfrVi"1! and even undesirable people 
who speak the English tongue who 
are not qualified in any way to appre- 
ciate the blessings oi this republic."

At tbe end of 
that time the owner told me that she 
had it in her dressing room all the 
while 
It was only a little game— 


.harmless, perhaps, but calculated to 
'distress a stranger. 
"The other night one of the ladies of 


the chorus was rery friendly with me 
She said that sue would like to go home 
with me, and I readily assented. As 
we went out from the stage entrance 
of the theater I saw a cab standing ai 
the curb Two men in evening dress 
jumped out, and my companion intro- 
duced me to them. It immediately ap 
peai-ed that they were there by appoint 
ment with my friend, who had agreee 
to bring along another girl to make a 
B^uurc party It was a trick and u 
trap. I find that it is necessary to b 
very careful in such ways, if one mean 
to preserve one's reputation. At the 
same time it would never do to pose a 
a prig or a prude. The middle course 
is rather difficult to steer. 


"lhave discovered that the socia 


lines of th theater are exceedingl} 
rigid They depend not on birth o 
beauty, but on the distribution o 
parts." If a chorus girl gets anythin, 
to say in a play, though it be only 
single sentence, she assumes a superio 
air, looking down on her companions. 
Perhaps she will not speak to them a 
all under such circumstances, but wi' 
refer to her dearest friend and chui 
of a week before with the contempti 
ous words' 'O, she is only an e^tra 
When I have got acquainted I shal 
doubtless nnd some nice girls in th 
chorus, but those with whom I hav 
come into contact thus far have 
been agreeable 
It would never occur 


to one of them to give me a useful hint 
It was a man who said to me quietly at 
rehearsal the other day 
'Take care 


not to put your hand to your face on 
the stage, or you will get scolded for it' 


' I had not been \v ith the company 


two days before I was in trouble with 
the wardiobe mistress. 
Apparently 


she is a personage with great powei 
She is also a terror 
For some reason 


she took a spite against me. and she 
does net lose any opportunity to ex- 
press it in words. Her opportunities 
foi annoying are almost unlimited 
For instance, she refuses to put the 
necessary hooks and e^es and buttons 
on my garments, and she will not per- 
mit me to put them on That makes 
my dressing very difficult. I found it 
verj hard at fiist to get my tiglifa on 
properly. They would gather in wrin- 
kles at the ankles, but it is merely a 
knack 
I have got pretty well used to 


appearing in them already, though I 
do not like to see my back view in the 
gl.iss. I rather dreaded an attack of 
stuge-fright, but I have escaped it so 
far. 
The audience looks dark and un- 


real to me from the stage 


I paid five dollars for my box of 


paint and etceteras for my make-up 
The materials being expensive, other 
girls made use of my boi, which I left 
open. I have learned to put it awav 
There is alwajsa scramble for towels 
in the dressing i ooms The men never 
bring any, but count on stealing those 
which belong to the girls. We are 
obliged to be very particular about our 
lu-.'ads, which must look white and 
pretty, with nails well manicured. If 
they get sunburned they must be 
painted 


"In no school are rules more strict 


than on the stage 
To laugh at the 


comedian's jokes costs u. fine of two 
dollars f 01 each offense. If any person 
does the smallest thing wrong during 
a performance tbe whole company 
must go through a rehearsal. Thus an 
eiror on the part of a single individual 
makes punishment for all. Chorus girls 
got eighteen or twenty dollars a week 
while on the road, because their ex- 
panses are large, but they do not re- 
ceive much more than half that when 
playing for a season in a<jjty. 
All 


costs for carrying trunks are defrayed 
by the management. We are obliged 
to pay for our own berths on sleeping 
cpra, Consequently we do not indulge 
In the luxury except on long night 
journeys. It is better to sit up for three 
or four honrs, and make up for loss 
sleep on reaching the place of destina- 
tion. On our arrival in a town a list 
of boarding houses, with prices and so 
forth, is handed to each one of us, so 
that we may take our choice. 


"There is certainly a great fascina- 


tion about the stage. One very pretty 
girl in our chorus married a druggist 
in St. Louis last season, lint when the 
company left that city a week later 
she could not reconcile herself to stay- 
ing behind, so she said good bye to her 
new husband and started ont again. 
Most chorus girls have very little am- 
bition, and do not expect to rise from 
the ranks. But I mean to be a prirua 
donna some day '—Washington Star.

into a large woodshed on the south 
aide, which was filled with wood. By 
some means unknown to any one this 
took fire before the morning recess, 
and waa a mass of flames when Miss 
Porter opened the door The flames 
poured into the school room as from a 
fnrnace under the high wind, and it is 
supposed Miss Porter was suffocated 
almost at once by her clothing taking 
fire, as she stepped back a few feet and 
fell where her body was found 
Her 


head was nearly all burned away and 
also one leg 


John Willard, aged 4 years, eon of 


Conrad Johnson, was also burned to 
death. He ran to the teacher for pro- 
tection when he met his sad fate 


There were about twenty scholars m 


the school when the fire burst in at the 
door, and as Miss May Porter opened 
the door all was at once confusion. 


Thare were two negroes in that 


school room, Melvin and Charles Cham- 
bers, aged 10 and 14 years, sons of 
James Chambers, and the oldest boys in 
the school. Their action undoubtedly 
saved many other lives. 
The only 


door to the school honse was a sea of 
flame and no one could escape that 
way. The boys dashed out the win- 
dows and literally throw the children 
out to save their lives, 
i 


Melvin was severely burned about 


his face, but remained in the school 
house until every child was rescued 
Mr. Chambers and Conrad Johnson 
aaw the fire first from where they were 
drawing gravel at the creek and ran 
there horses to the scene The whole 
building was a moss of Barnes, and 
nothing could be done to save it 


People flocked to the place as fast as 


teams could carry them 
Before they 


could reach them Chambers and John- 
son were met on the road with the 
charred remains of Miss Porter and 
the little boy coming to town. All 
that was left of the burned boy was hia 
trunk and arms, the legs having been 
burnt entirely off. It was one of the 
most shocking occurrences that has 
taken place here in years.
